Prieftley, as an oblique attack on his 
Theory of Souls, founded on the prin- 
ciples of Epicurus; but I am not fo 
rath as to meddle with herefies, either 
in philofophy or religion, which, like 
camomile, would fpread more vigo- 
roufly under the preffure of a heavy 
tax ; and materialifts, as well as qua- 
kers and methodifts, may court perfe- 
cution.

ment fent under Admiral Arbuthnot

the Britifh name was covered with ig- 
nominy by every inftance of fuccefs. 
The honourable gentleman went fully 
into every inftance of their blunders or 
defigns, and, in a particular manner, 
adverted to the ftratagem which tliey 
had invented to fcreen themfelves from 
juttice and punifhment. 

Lord George Gordon made fome very 
curious remarks on the fpeéches of

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Mr. Minchin faid that he was at 
Plymouth at the time of the alarm, 
and he could declare from his perfo- 
nal knowledge, that it es have 
been reduced by a couple of 74 gun 
fhips in two hours. 

Lord North excufed himfelf for rifing 
fo early.

The enemy 
had gone to a monftrous expence, and 
had threatened to do every thing ; but, 
in faét, they had done nothing. They 
had loft all the fummer, and they had 
made a vain parade on our coaft, had 
been fuperior to us in number, and it 
would not have been pardonable to 
have hazarded an attack: yet had we 
known then, fome circumftances of 
their internal fituation which we know 
now, he fhouild not have felt much dif- 
quiet if we had even hazarded an en- 
gagement. Plymouth was not indeed 
in fo good a fituation as it ought; but 
it had two regiments more than it bad 
the year before: and as the enemy 
could not defign to invade it till they 
had .beaten the fleet, it would have 
been, by that time, better able to have 
met the attack.

Mr. Fox, in afpeech of two hours, 
efteemed the moft powerful and maf 
terly that he ever deiivered, adverted 
to every particular that had been urged 
in the debate, and with a torrent that 
over-powered every oppofition, gave 4 
moft evident impreffion to the mind 
of the Houfe. He obferved, on Mr 
Adam's moft curious mode of reafon 
ing, that he might never expeét, wit 
all his reading, genius, and ingenuity 
to reach a paradox more elevated and 
incomprehenfible than that which h 
had juft publithed: becaufe minitte 
had not beea the authors of our di 
grace in America, no future biunde 
inattention, or treacheries, could ev 
convince him of their incapacity; h 
had proved them to be once in the righ 
and therefore they could never 
qwrong. They were wrong, indeed, | 
his opinion, up to the aft feafon; b 
their conduét in the fummer had cc 
verted his judgement.

He diiclaamed the idea of our being in 
a reduced, weak fituation, and main- 
tained that our prefent fituation is far 
fuperior to what it was-at the time the 

ifh ambaffador delivered his re- 
feript: this he illuftrated by the in- 
creaie of our fleets and armies, the ge- 
neral difpofition of the people to de- 
fend their native country, and the re- 
fpeét thefe circumftances now procure 
us from foreign powers. The politi- 
cal nature of foreign alliances was his 
next object, he laid it down as a max- 
im, that treaties between independent 
ftates were never entered into, but 
when reciprocal intereft was the bafis 
of alliance, and when entered into 
were notduely obferved when that prin- 
ciple ceafed to operate. There are fo- 
reiga powers in alliance with Great 
Britain, who had not yet feen it to 
be their intereft to fulfil the treaties 
fubfifting between the two countries, 
and there are others, who will certain- 
ly find it to be their intereft to fupport 
us.

THE candid, unbiafied reader, who has 
not fludied in the fchool of Wedderburne, 
will generoufly lay afide all prejudice againf 
the author of thefe writings, with refpeé 
to the inimical publick charafter he now 
holds at the court of our natural enemy, and 
will only refle&t on the unhappy error which 
prevented his remaining at ours, in a fta- 
tion more eligible to himfelf, to his confti- 
tuents, and to Britain: that of agent for

manner ruined—that they are growing rich 
whilft their country becomes poor; are as 
garelefs of the public honour as of their 
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own; and, in hort, that fgch a miniftry is 
a furer engine to defiroy the ftate, than any 
that its enemies ¢aq bring againft it.”

Extra of a Letter from Captain Dalrymple, 
Commandant of ebe Loyal Irifb Voluntiers, 
to the Right Hon. Lord George Germain, 
one of bis Majefty’s principal Secretaries 
of State. Received yefterday by Litutenant 
Carden, of the both Regiment, 
St. Fernando de Omoa, OF. 21, 1779. 


TE HOUR Jordthip would be in- 
formed, that General Dalling 
Y Y y had difpatched me tothe Mof- 


quito fhore to colleét a force, 
> f and that he had alfo {ent 

arms, artillery, and ammuni- 
tion for St. George’s Key, being the prin- 
cipal settlement of the Baymen, 

On the a7th of September, the day of 
our arrival at Black River on the Mofquito 
hore, an advice+boat came up from the Bay 
with certain intelligence, that the Spaniards 
had, on the rgth of September, taken pof- 
kffion of St, George’s Key, having 2 num- 
ber of armed Petitaguas and about 600 men. 
On this notice, having cotleéted 60 Indians, 
ad inlifted fome voluntiers on the fhore, we 
hiled in the Porcupine floop of war, with 
three tran{fports, for the relief and re-cfta- 
blithment of the Bay-men, On‘the evening 
of our departure from Black River we fell in 
with Commodore Luttrell in the Charon, 
companied by the Loweftoffe and Pomona 
frigates, when we were informed that St. 
George’s Key ,had been retaken by his ma- 
kiy’s armed fcheoner Racehorfe, and that 
ihe remaining inhabitants, with their flaves, 
had retired to. Truxillo and Rattan, J in- 
tndedto have coffulted the Bay-men on 
efettling Honduras, when I was informed 
that his majefty's thips,had beep at the Gulf 
uf and not finding the regifter-thips 
there, had proceeded to St. Fernando de 
Omoa, where they difcovered them ; that 
they had entered the.

powers by General Dalling for that purpofe g 
the flaves I officered by their proprietors. 
With this re-inforcement of 250 men, add« 
ed to the Loyal Irith, Marines, Mufquetry 
men from the fhips, and Indians, our force 
amounted to upwards of soo men. The 
commodore ering got in readinefs at my 
regueit fcaling » iffued out 200 ftend 
of arms, exclufive of 70 ftand iflued by m 
of the regimental arms, and 150 fent dowd 
by General Dalling, which were intended 
for the Bay; we failed from the Bay of 
Truxillo on the 10th inftant, and landed on 
the 16th, about eight o'clock at night, at 
Porto Cavallo. We were informed by our 
guides that Porto Omoa was only three 
leagues diftant, and our intention was té 
have marched dire@tly on in the night ta 
furprife and efcalade the Fort; but the dif 
tance proving greater than was imagined, 
and the roads very bad where they paffed,

Such was, indeed, the decila- 
ration which both honour and juftice 
demanded from‘ the king, and which 
he commuricated, without delay, to 
the minifters of the different Courts of 
uftify beforehand the ef-

tant an objeét ; and that France thould 
renounce thofe conneétions which had 
compelled his majetty to take arms, 
The affe&ted furprife that the minifters 
of the moft Chriftian king thow at 
prefent at the fteadfaftnefs of the Court 
of London, is agreeable enough to the 
pride, that dictated conditions of peace 
which the teft fuccefs could have 
fearcely juiftified ; and the propofitioa 
which they ventured to make, to ex.

from America, and to acknowl 
the in ce of his revolted fu 
jests, could notbut excite his majefty’s 
aftonifhment and indignation. 

The little opening which the Court of 
Verfailles found to fuch a vain hope;

ner. It propofed, by the intermedia- 
tion of the court of Madrid, a fcheme 
of accommodation lefs offenfive, per- 
haps, in form, but inadmiffible in its 
foundation. :

A concife Account of the very interefting Trial of Mr. Stratton, and the 
other Members of the Council of Madrafs, who depofed and impri- 
foned their Governor the late Lorp Picot, and were profecuted for 
the faid Offence, in the Court of King’s Bench, by the Attorney- 
General, in Confequence of an Addrefs of the Houfe of Commons to 


his Majefly for that Purpofe. 


‘SHE trial began before the Right 
T Honourable the Earl of Mans- 
field in the Court of King’s Bench, 
Weftminfter-Hall, on Monday, De- 
cember 2oth, early in the morning, and 
Jafted till tevo the next‘morning. 

The Attorney-General (Alexander 
Wedderburne) ftated the faé&ts on which 
the profecution was founded in a moft 
pathetick and eloquent f{peech, but at 
the fame time with fo much candour 
and impartiality, that even the affec- 
ting ftory of his lordthip’s imprifon- 
ment and death, though it produced 
the natural emotions of pity, in the 
brealts of a crouded audience, was fo 
guardedly related, as not to leave any 
prejudice on the minds of the jury 
againft the defendants, with refpect to 
that melancholy cataftrophe. The prin- 
cipal points he infiited upon in fupport 
of the profecution were—Firf, that 
Lord Pigot was fent from England by 
the Eaft-India Company with exprefs 
infiructions to reftore the Rajah of Tan- 
jore Secondly, That the whole Coun- 
cil, on his arrival at Madrais, and for 


fome time after (in the year 1775) were 


vaanimous in their refolutions to carry 


thefe inftrugtions into execution; but 
that afterwards a diffenfion arofe, 
owing to fome of the members of the 
Council efpoufing the intereft of the 
Nabob of Arcot and his fon, who ftre-
